Hope hit a fine third shot that land-. 


ed just to the right of the green, and 
his attempt at a chip popped straight 
up in the air. 

‘“‘Mulligan,’’ said Hope, as he puill- 
ed out a second ball. 

Hope’s second chip landed within 
10 feet of the cup, and he three put- 
ted from there to finish with a seven. 

“He’s a lousy putter,” explained 
Mark Anthony, his business 
manager, who rode the course with 
him and served as his caddy. 


Each of the 29 golfers who played. 


with Hope were given a chance at 
winning $25,000 by sinking a hole-in- 
one on the par-3 11th hole. After 25 of 
the golfers had tried and failed to 
sink their tee-shot, Hope asked if he 
could take a practice shot. —. 

His “‘practice’’ shot sailed straight 
for the green and landed less than 
five feet from the whole. : 

*“‘He almost won the $25,000 
himself,’’ marvelled Anthony. “That 
was quite a shot.” 

Hope followed his fine tee-shot 
with a four-foot putt for a birdie. 

“‘That’s the first one (birdie) he’s 
had in a long time,” said Anthony. 

Hope was also very pleased with 
his impressive play on the 11th. 

“That’s it for me,’ he said. “I’m 
going back to the hotel.” 

After his birdie, Hope struggled on 
the next few holes. 

On the 12th, his short chip shot 
sailed way to the left of the pin, and 
he went on to shoot another seven. 

“T’ve made a decision,” said 
Hope. ‘I’m not going to turn pro.” © 

On the 13th hole, Bill Sauey hit a 
putt that sailed wide of the cup. . 

‘“You’ve been watching me too 
much,” said Hope to Sauey, whose 
company, Columbia ParCar, made 
the “Hope for Health” cart that 
Hope used to tour the Fox Hills 
course. 

Hope shared a laugh with Dick 
Moore on the 14th hole, after Hope’s 
putt came up 10 feet short’of the cup 
and Moore’s putt sailed 10 feet past 
it. Moore will. be playing with Hope 
in Palm —— next February after 
winning the top prize in the Players’ 
Auction preceding the golfing event. 


Hope played the 15th hole with Fox 
Hills pro Bill Boockmeier and Pat 
Casey, who had served as an an- 
nouncer during the first five holes. 
Casey teed off three times before 
being satisfied with his drive. 
“One out of three ain’t bad for a 


guy out of work,” laughed Casey. - 


Hope himself teed off four times. 


on the 15th hole. 

When it came Boockmeier’s turn 
to tee off, Hope asked him to prove 
his credentials as a pro.. 


“Which mound are you going 
over?” he asked, pointing to the 
group of mounds that block the 15th 
fairway. 


.- Hope later hooked a ball into the

“Tee it up,’’ yelled someone from 
the gallery. 
“Not now,” yelled Hope. ‘‘There’s 
too many people watching.” 


Hope nearly finished the day in

the 16th hole rolled around the cup 
and came out.
